DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 20-64 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
application relates to rescaling data. More specifically, the present invention provides 
techniques for determining reduction ratios for modifying transform coefficients 
associated with an input data sequence. The various prior art of record fail to anticipate 
or render obviousness a method for altering transform coefficients associated with 
macroblocks in a frame having a frame size and a target reduction ratio, the method 
comprising: identifying a number of input bits an a number of output bits associated with 
a set of processed macroblocks, having altered transform coefficients; generating an 
updated reduction ration using the number of input bits and the number of output bits 
associated with the set of processed macroblocks; and altering transform coefficients of 
the next macroblock using the update reduction ration to allow attainment of the target 
reduction ration used to rescale data in encoding process.
